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AFBICAN EXPLORATION. 


An American's Adventure and Life 


in Central Africa. 


Col. Charles Chfiuln Long, c-hitf-of- 


staff under Col. Oordon in the army of 
the Khedive of Egypt, has written n 
long letter to Judge Daly, Presidtut ot 
the Geographical Society, t;i\iug home 
further (nets of African travel anil ex- 
ploration. 
His letter, which is dated at 


Gondeknrii, Central Africa, Oct. 20 last, 
says iu part: 


"•' On the -2ith of April I received an 


order from Col. Gordon to visitM'Tsoat 
"Dganda, carry him presents,and acquaint 
himself with'the country. With a hastily 
collected outfit, I started. I was armed 
with elephant rifles, find my twosoldicis, 
Sail and Ahtli-1. with Sniders. I also 
had with me two servants. Thus pre- 
pared, I began my journey, although the 
rium season had commenced, and the 
always-difficult route was tunile more 
difficult still. Forty-eight days of paiu- 
ful marching, and I arrived weary iincl 
foot-sore \ipon the hills of Vgnnda. 
The pnluce of the great African King 
M'Tse faced me upon the brow of a hill 
500 paces distant. The roach, before me 
\vere broad and wei! swept. The scene 
was pleasiug. Tfce mountains that stood 
between nio and the Victoria Nyan/n, 
the vast hauaua forests from which the 
smoke ascended from countless " Zeere- 
ias,"the flatpestiferousmarsh of Vnyo- 
TO, were indeed novel sights to one like 
me, a victim in common v> ith my soldiers 
to the jungle fever. The barbaric pomp 
and cii'cumstauce with which M'Tse re- 
ceived me ('the white prince1) was both 
ludicrous and cruel. He thought it - 
courtly honor. The next day. to co,..- 
plete the honor, he decapitated thirty of 
.his subjects. 
JTTse during these bloody 


executions oftentimes displayed great 
feeling. 
When permission was given 


me to visit the lake and return thence by 
Kipon Falls and by the river to Urondo- 
gani, M'Tse decapitated seven more of 
his subjects, saying to roe in broken 
Arabic, " It is -unnecessary to do so be 
cause you wish to go by the river Nile , 
tat it pains my" belly (heart) to kill 
item." - 


"M'Tse is 35 years of age, and bears 


himself every inch a King. 
He has a 


good figure. 1 can hardly reconcile his 
character with his barbarity. I remained 
twenty-five days as the guest of M'Tse, 
and my freque'ct visits to him were hon- 
ored by the killing of eight or ten of his 
subjects on each occasion. 
Although 


thus cruel, I claim for M'Tse a higher 
intelligence than that shown by any 
other African Prince. 
" My horse, the only one in Uganda, 


was an object of the greatest wonder to 
M'Tse—of wonder and fear to the whole 
country; and at the end of the expedi- 
tion, .'notwithstanding-the malaria, he 
••w»s yet sound. M'Tse's manner towards 
me was one of marked consideration. In 
his presence I cat on a chair—a princelj 
honor there—while his courtiers pros- 
trated themselres before me. After cou- 
Tersing with the King some time, I tried 
to awaken some ambition in him, con- 
trasting his royalty with that of the civ- 
ilized world. ' I told him of brilliant 
pageantry,' irap»Bing- celebrations, daz- 
zling festivities, 'ftnd niade him voracious 
for these wonderful things. M'Tse said 
to me, finally : 
" ' All that I have is youn, if you make 


me great King. 1 want a carriage and a 
horse.' 
" By talking such grandeur to him 


got him to consent to my propositions. 
He, however, resisted my desire to re- 
tarn by the Victoria Nile. But I was 
-stnoborn, and nltimately succeeded. On 
July 14th, although suffering from long- 
continued dysentery, I visited the Vic- 
toria Nyanza, three hours to Murchison 
Creek. .--I was met by a thousand ol 
M'Tse's warriors in canoes of bark of a 
native tree, sewed together and orna- 
mented by the head and antlers of the 
Tetel. 
The Nagarrah drum, accom- 


panied by imitations of the crow, echo- 
ing over the smooth surface of the lake, 
made the occasion one never to bo for- 
gotten.- Dowfc Muichiaoii Creek and 
out upon 'the lake, I was escorted b; 
this numerous suite. I found the lak_ 
twenty-five to thirty feet in depth, an< 
from twelve to fifteen miles, across.

"I had intended to pass from the laki

M'Tse had assumed that he had decapi 
tatad the devils. I had to abandon th 
project and return to M'Tse, to whom . 
agaJuanada ray adienx. I left ttr Urou 
dopmi the -19th of July. : After much 
suffering I arrived, after a march o 
twenty days, when, under ordinary cir 
eumataneett, it could be accomplished in 
tftrt 8 or I am days. The native chief 
opposed me because I hud closed th 
wall at Zanzibar and had received tin 
•assurance of M'Tse that all ivory shouli 
in future pass via Gondokoro and down 
the Nile. When M'Tso heard of mj 
treatment, he offered to indemnify m 
to any extent, and promised to puni»l 
severely those to whom he had confidec 
snv safe conduct to the river. 
African 


diplomacy did its utmost to deter m 
from my purpose to navigate the un 


• known Nile. I. however, seized from 


tfce unwilling M'Tongolis two bark en 
noes, and at dawn of clay on the 9tb o 
August, accompanied by my two sol 
diers, two servants and three children 
and presents from M'Tse, folded m 
tent ftnd silently stole away. 


"On the 14th of August, in north Int 


tndr 1 deg. 30 sec., a high mountain o 
my right, 1 entered a large basin or l a ' 
The bed of,the river hare loses,itaelf. 
W*K bessTbj storms and without a com 
pivBt. I was forty-eight hours strngglin 
to find my way iu this hike, which is a 
leant twenty to twenty-five miles widi 
whollv unable to perceive land on eitlu 
side Finally, the storm abating, I agai 
regn i"d my journey.

Kusnming my march 
orthward the 15th of September, I ar- 
ivod at Gondokoro the ISth of October. 


"The results of my expedition wen— 
i Uganda I had induced M'Tse to close 
ie road to Zanzibar in the interest of 
igypt's monopoly of ivory. I had found 
ue\\- route to (Jondokoio. I hail co- 
lored the Victoria Xvan/.a. I had nim- 
ated the unknown Nile from I'oweim 
o Karuma Falls. M'Tsegavi me infor- 
mtion of Lieut. Cameron, who WIIM 
aero July 1'.', 18711. still at Ujiji. 
"The country of X'ganda ismonntain- 
us ami pictnresfjne: soil fertile and im- 
ret-Uiitod with iron. 
The climate is 


altibrious, but debilitating for Kuro- 
eaus. It is a land of morass and mar<h 
u some quarters. Dnffalo and elephants 
bound. Tho jungle fever is prevalent, 
ud even the natives are victims to it. 
Spring may be said to exist there at all 
easons of the year. 


"Tho product* are coffee, grown wild; 


obncco is largely cultivated, and of ex- 
elleut quality, resembling the porique 
if Louisiana; sugar-cane, Indian corn, 
\vect potatoes, yams, and beans. The 
lancuaiiof excellent quality. It is the 
nly fruit of the whole country. Boiled, 
oasted, or baked, it is the chief food of 
he natives. The character of the native 
s childlike, and in no wise warlike. He 
vorks but little, smokes, drinks 'mor. 
issa,' and the harem is his happiness. 


"Four years ago M'Tse adopted the 


Moslem faith, introduced by some Zau- 
.ibar trader. It is little observed."
